AGRICULTURAL  MARKETING  SERVICE 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  is  essentially  a service  and 
regulatory  agency,  concerned  with  the  various  phases  of  marketing  farm 
products.  Among  its  major  activities  is  that  of  fact-finding  and  fact- 
disseminating.  The  Service  collects,  compiles,  summarizes,  and  interprets 
a great  quantity  of  statistical  data  relating  to  agriculture.  Of  especial 
significance  are  the  crop  and  livestock  production  reports  and  the  daily 
market  information. 

Crop  and  Livestock  Production  Reports  are  prepared  from  information 
gathered  largely  from  voluntary  crop  reporters  located  in  every  agricul- 
tural county.  The  material  is  assembled  by  State  statisticians  in  the  41 
field  offices  and  sent  to  Washington  for  release.  The  major  reports  are 
reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  and  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  before  issuance.  Estimates  of  acreage,  yield,  production, 
farm  utilization,  and  sales  are  reported  for  more  than  100  crops.  The 
data  also  include  figures  on  numbers  of  livestock,  and  on  production  and 
consumption  of  dairy  and  poultry  products. 

Market  News  Reports  are  based  on  information  gathered  in  the  prin- 
cipal markets  and  producing  sections  of  the  country.  The  reports  cover 
movement,  market  supplies,  quality,  and  prices  of  livestock,  meats,  cotton 
and  cottonseed,  wool,  fruits,  vegetables,  dairy  products.,  poultry  products, 
grains,  hay,  feed,  soeds,  tobacco,  rice,  honey,  peanuts,  etc.  The  infor- 
mation, gathered  simultaneously  in  many  offices,  is  transmitted  from  one 
office  to  another  by  leased  wire,  and  is  released  in  all  of  the  markets. 

The  reports  are  mimeographed  and  mailed  from  the  various  market  nows  branch 
offices  of  the  Bureau. 

Cold  Storage,  Farm  Price,  Farm  Wage  Reports,  etc.,  arc  prepared  in 
Washington  and  issued-  in  processed  and  press-release  form,  as  completed. 
This  information,  at  least  in  part,  is  also  sent  over  the  leased  wire  and 
distributed  through  the  market  news  offices.  Mailing  lists,  however,  are 
maintained  in  Washington.  Annual  statistical  reports  aro  ^issued  for  a 
numbe r o f commodit ie  s • 

Technical  Research  Reports,  Reports  of  Special  Marketing  Studios,  et 
are  prepared  and  issued  from  Washington  in  mimeographed  and  printed  publica 
tions.  When  printed,  they  appear  in  the  Department’s  series  of  publica- 
tions including  Technical  Bulletins,  Circulars,  Farmers’  Bulletins,  Miscel- 
laneous Publications,  Handbooks,  etc.  All  are  distributed  from  Washington. 

The  Bureau  staff  in  July  1939  included  approximately  2,750  employees 
nearly  2,000  of  whom  arc  located  in  the  field.  The  informational  material 
is  gathered  and  prepared  largely  by  the  divisions  listed  on  the  inside 
front  cover  of  this  publication,  each  of  which  controls  its  own  branch 
offices.  Approximately  300  branch  offices  arc  maintained.

The  crop  and  livestock  estimating  system  consists  of  the  Federal  Crop 
deporting  Board  and  an  operating  staff  in  Washington  and  in  41  branch  of- 
fices* Each  branch  office  is  under  the  direction  of  an  Agricultural  Statis- 
tician (see  preceding  page)  who  works  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
Washington  office. 

Crop  production  and  livestock,  population  estimates  are  based  upon 
returns  received  from  more  than  200,000  voluntary  crop  reporters  located  in 
every  agricultural  county  in  the  country*  The  data  are  compiled  and  summar- 
ized in  the  respective  State  offices  and  sent  to  the  Washington  office  for 
final  analysis  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board*  The  reports  are  released,  as 
required  by  law,  at  exact  hours  on  dates  specified  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture* The  dates  shown  below  and  on  the  next  2 pages  are  those  on  which  the 
scheduled  reports  are  being  issued  during  1939*  Dates  for  release  of  other 
reports,  not  specified  by  law,  are  given  following  the  list  of  scheduled  reports* 


The  reports  are  given  general  distribution  by  press  and  radio.  Iiimeo- 
graphed  copies  are  distributed  immediately  after  release  to  persons  who  request 
them.  The  reports  are  printed  in  the  monthly  statistical  periodical  "Crops  and 
Markets"  which  is  sent  free  to  officials,  and  which  is  available  to  others  for 
)1  a year*  All  remittances  for  the  latter  publication  should  be  sent  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office.

Tobacco  by  Class  and  Type  (Acreage  and  Production) .-This  is  a semi-annual 
report  and  i s^  JubTIThed"  in  June  and  Decemfre r in  1 rC r op s and  Markets”;  also  in 
mimeographed  form.  Forecasts  of  tobacco  production  by*' types  are  published 
monthly  from  July  to  November  in  the  general  crop  report* 

Peanut  Stocks  and -Processing  Report.-This  report  issued  in  mimeographed 
form  about  the  15th  of  the  month  contains  statistics,  by  types,  of  raw  peanuts 
on  hand,  received,  processed,  etc.,  by  millers,  dealers,  and  maa ufacturers • It 
also  includes  stocks  of  raw  peanuts  held  in  commercial  warehouses* 

SeedCrops* -Since  the  date  of  release  of  these  reports  fluctuates  with  the 
shift  of  harve sting  dates  in  a particular  season,  no  definite  date  of  release 
is  set.  For  further  information  on  these  reports  see  page  (3b) 

FRUIT  AMD  VEGETABLE  PRODUCTION  REPORTS 

Fruit  and  Nut  Crop  Reports »-State  statistics  on  fruit  and  nut  crop 
production  are  included  in  the  general  crop  report  issued  about  the  10th  of 
each  month.  Reports  on  indicated  production  of  citrus  fruits  of  preceding 
year’s  bloom  are  also  issued  about  the  10th  of  February  and  March.  Except 
for  strawberries  there  one  no  established  series  of  estimates  on  small-fruit 
production. 

Summaries  of  fruit  and  nut  crop  prospects  are  issued  on  or  about  the 
15th  of  the  month  in  April,  May,  and  June.  These  reports  contain  the  same 
general  information  as  is  contained  in  the  general  crop  report;  with  additional 
information  relative  to  conditions  in  important  States  not  mentioned  in  the 
general  crop  report,  and  important  producing  areas  within  States 

Potato  and  Sweet potato  Reports »-T he  detailed  statistical  reports  on 
total  production  of  Irish  (or  white)  potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes,  by  States, 
are  included  in  the  general  crop  report.  Several  special  reports  on  potatoes 
are  also  issued  during  the  year,  the  following  being  the  more  important.

Maryland,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  and  Nebraska;  including  reports 
regarding  intended  commercial  acreage  in  successive  groups  of 
States,  issued  from  October  to  Marclj,  and  production  reports 
from  April  to  August  are  followed  by  summary  reports  for  the 
season. 
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Other  Vegetable  and  Truck  Crop  Reports# -State  statistics  are  compiled 
and  issued  covering  the  c- owner cial  production  of  various  important  vegetable 
and  truck  crops#  The  re-ports  are  divided  into  two  distinct  series  as  follows: 

(1)  Commercial  Truck.  Crops  for  Shipment,  commonly  called  Truck 
C r op  Report s , comprising  estimates  on  strawberries,  cantaloups, 
watermelons,  and  the  principal  vegetables  that  are  grov/n  for 
shipment  by  rail,  boat  or  auto  truck  to  markets  more  or  less 
distant  from  the  point  of  production#  Local  or  market-garden 
production  is  not  included  in  these  estimates  except  insofar  as 
local  sales  occur  as  a minor  phase  of  the  shipping  enterprise# 

In  most  of  the  reports  the  estimates  arc  shown  for  successive 
groups  of  competitive  States  arranged  according  to  usual  market- 
ing season# 

(2)  Truck  Crops  for  Commercial  liamifacturc , commonly  called 
Canning  Crop  dfepol't s’, '~couRnTsl ng  VstlmatfeY  of  the  principal 
vegetable  crops  utilized  by  canning  and  packing  establishments, 
including  pimentos',  cucumbers  for  pickles  and  cabbage  for  kraut# 

The  truck  and  canning  crop  reports  are  prepared  in  the  form  of  commodity 
sheets,  each  containing  current  statistics  and  crop  comments  for  one  or  more 
groups  of  States#  At  occasional  intervals,  a collection  of  timely  crop-news 
items  is  issued  without  statistical  matter.  Trie  dates  for  release  of  reports 
are  set  according  to  the  usual  season  of  the  commodity  in  each  group  of  States# 

Truck  Crops 

The  following  schedule  shows  the  approximate  dates  for  the  release  of 
reports  containing  State  details  on  planting  intentions,  preliminary  estimates 
of  acreage  planted,  and  the  first  forecasts  of  production,  arranged  by  sea- 
sonal groupings  of  States  and  areas# 

In  the  -last  column,  the  months  in  which  condition  reports  are  usually 
available  are  indicated  by  numbers  from  1 to  12,  that  is,  V1-4-”  indicating 
January  to  April,  "ll-o”  November  to  Lay,  etc.  Condition  inquiries  are  made 
as  of  the  first  of  the  month  and  reports  are  released  on  or  about  the  10th. 

In  addition  to  the  reports  listed  on  the  following  pages,  stocks  of  cab- 
bage, onions,  and  potatoes  on  liana  as  of  January  1 are  released  about  January  28; 
a report  of  pickle  stocks  (cucumbers)  is  released  on  November  22#  Truck  Crop  News 
reports  arc  issued  semi-monthly#  Special  reports  on  damage  from  frost,  freese, 
and  flood  are  released  immediately  following  the  receipt  of  telegraphic  con- 
firmation of  the  actual  damage  from  our  truck-crop  estimators  in  the  field.

These  reports  contain  a brief  statement  as  to  the  nature 
of  terminated  cases  brought  under  the  interstate  clause  of  the  Federal 
Seed  Act.  The  cases  involve  misbranding  of  seed  in  interstate  commerce* 


PAS  DOCKET 


The  P & S Docket,  issued  monthly  from  Washington,  provides  ”a  report 
of  action  taken  on  cases  arising  under  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act*”  Prior 
to  July  1939  this  publication  was  issued  as  ”Tho  Monthly  Record,”  by  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  With  the  transfer  of  the  administration  of  the 
Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  to  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  the  form 
of  this  publication-- as  well  as  the  name — has  been  changed  somewhat,  A 
description  of  each  case  on  which  action  has  been  taken  durir^g  the  month 
preceding  the  date  of  issue  is  prepared  in  popular  style  for  general  reader 
consumption*  These  descriptions  are  followed  by  items  of  general  interest, 
including  a statement  as  to  stockyards  posted  and  deposted  during  the  month, 

A tabular  statement  shows  new  dockets  issued  and  dockets  on  which  some  action 
has  been  taken. 
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MARKET  NEWS  REPORTS 


The  market  news  reporting  system-has  its  headquarters  in  Washington 
but  is  operated  through  a series  of  branch  offices.  Each  branch  office 
reports  to  its  respective  commodity  division  in  Washington  and  gathers  and 
distributes  information  only  on  the  products  covered  by  that  division.  These 
offices,  as  a rule,  are  not  consolidated,  in  the  principal  cities,  as  each  is 
located  near  the  trading  centers  of  the  products  it  reports.  Therefore  no 
single  office  in  tho  larger  cities  has  on  hand  crop  or  market  reports  on  all 
subjects.  Separate  mailing  lists  are  maintained  by  different  offices.  Con- 
sequently requests  for  publications  should  be  sent  to  tho  proper  office  in 
a given  city.

Standards  for  66  different  fruits  and  vegetables  and  8 other  products, 
including  honey,  asparagus  plumosus,  mushrooms,  pecans,  and  peanuts,  have  now 
been  established*  As  two  or  noro  sets  of  standards  are  necessary  for  different 
types  of  the  same  commodity  if  they  vary  widely,  approximately  90  standards  have 
been  issued. 
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Most  of  the  standards  for  .fruits  and  vegetables  are  for  those  consumed  in  the 
fresh  state  but  standards  Mve  been  issued  for  a few  commodities  purchased  by 
earners  for  canning  .purposes*,  tinker  cooperative  agreements  with  45  States, 
inspection  is  offered  at  important  shipping  points  on  all  products  for  which 
standards  have  been  established  and  on  a few  others  for  which  no  standards 
have  been  recommended,  certification  being  by  description*  Inspection  is 
also  available  for  all  products  at  45  terminal  markets  where  inspectors  are 
located  and  in  all  other  terminal  markets  which  can  be  conveniently  reached 
from  these  points*  Special  arrangements  are  made  for  inspection  for  the 
U*  S.  Navy,  the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  and  other  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  activities,  other  Federal  agencies,  and  for  national 
and  local  emergency  relief  organizations*  Other  special  arrangements  .include 
those  for  fruit  auctions,  railroad  companies,  cold  storages,  canners,  steam- 
ship companies,  one  county  and  two  largo  municipalities  which  ask  for  Federal 
inspection  on  fresh  fruits  and  vegotablos  for  all  their  institutions* 

CANNED  FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  STANDARDIZATION  AND  GRADING 

Tentative  standards  for  grades  covering  practically  all  canned  vege- 
tables have  been  developed*  Official  standards  for  grades  have  been  promul- 
gated for  5 commodities*  Tentative  standards  for  grades  for  most  canned 
fruit  have  been  developed  and  others  are  under  consideration*  Grading  of 
canned  fruits  and  vegetables  is  available  in  soveral  terminal  markets* 

STANDARDS  FOR  CONTAINERS 

Under  the  U.  S.  Standard  Container  Acts  of  1916  and  1928,  standards 
have  been  promulgated  for  climax  baskets,  berry  boxes,  till  baskets,  hampers, 
round  stave  baskets  (including  the  straight- side  types),  and  splint  or  market 
baskets*  The  Bureau  maintains  a testing  laboratory  to  which  samples  of  such 
containers  may  be  submitted  for  examination  as  to  their  compliance  with  the 
above  acts* 


GRAIN  STANDARDIZATION  AND  INSPECTION 

The  U.  S*  Grain  Standards  Act  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  establish  official  standards  for  grain  and  to  license  inspectors  to  apply 
such  standards  and  to  handle  appeals  from  inspections  performed  by  licensees* 
The  act  provides,  in  effect,  that  if  grain  be  sold  by  grade  and  shipped  in 
interstate  or  foreign  commerce,  the  official  standards  must  be  used  and  the 
grain  must  be  inspected  by  a licensed  inspector  if  it  moves  from  or  to  a point 
at  which  inspection  is  maintained*  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  promul- 
gated official  standards  for  corn,  wheat,  oats,  rye,  grain  sorghums,  feed 
oats,  mixed  feed  oats,  barley,  flaxseed,  and  mixed  grain*  Official  grain 
inspection  is  now  maintained  at  173  markets  throughout  the  country  at  which 
399  licensed  inspectors  perform  service*  These  licensees  arc  not  employees 
of  the  Federal  Government*  They  derive  their  compensation  from  States, 
boards  of  trade,  and  chambers  of  commerce*  In  addition,  the  Federal  Depart- 
ment maintains  a force,  known  as  Federal  Grain  Supervision,  whose  duty  it  is 
to  handle  appeals  from  grades  assigned  by. licensees  and  to  supervise  the  work 
of  licensees  to  insure  correct  and  uniform  application  of  the  standards* 
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RICE  S TAN  DARDI ZAT ION  AND  INSPECTION 

Official  United  States  standards  have  ‘boon  promulgated  for  rough,  " " 
brown,  and  nil  led  rice.  A perraissivo  ri  ce -ins poet ion  service  is  conducted 
under  the  authority  containod  in  the  annual  appropriation  acts  of  the  Congress 
for  the  inspection  of  certain  agricultural  commodities  and  under  cooperative 
agreements  with  the  State  Departments  of  Agriculture  in  Louisiana  and  Cali- 
fornia. Hie c- inspect! on  laboratories  and  inspection  service  arc  in  operation 
at  3 of  the  most  important  rico -marketing  centers  in  Louisiana  and  California-. 
In  addition  a sampling  service  for  obtaining  official  scrap los  for  rice  in- 
spection and  grading  purposes  is  in  operation  at  the  principal  rice  marketing 
and  milling  centers  in  the  rice-producing  areas  in  the  Southern  States  and 
California  and  at  the  principal  distributing  centers  for  milled  rice  through- 
out the  United  States.  The  sampling  and  inspection  are  conducted  partly  by 
Federal  employees  and  partly  by  a personnel  licensed  or  authorized  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The  sampling  and  inspection  work  of  the  licensed 
inspectors  is  supervised  by  a Federal  rice  inspection  supervision  personnel 
through  field  headquarters  offices  at  Few  Orleans  and  San  Francisco. 

HAY  AND  ST  HAW  STANDARDIZE  1 01!  AITD  I US  HE)  CT I OF 

United  States  standards  .'save  been  promulgated  for  the  principal  kinds 
of  hay  and  straw  produced  in  Continental  United  States.  Tentative  standards 
have  boon  issued  for  ground  alfalfa*  Under  cooperative  agreements  with  State 
Departments  of  Agriculture,  commercial  exchanges,  chambers  of  commerce, 
farmers’  cooperative  associations  or  similar  organizations,  hay  inspection 
is  offered  at  14  important  shipping  points  and  IS  terminal  or  re  consignment 
markets*  Inspections  also  arc  made  at  61  U*  3,  Army  posts  and  8 States  in 
which  licensed  Rational  Guard  Officers  are  located.  Fourteen  States  have 
adopted  United  States  grades  for  hay  as  official  State  standards. 

BEAH  STANDARDIZATION  AI.r.l)  INSPECTION 

United  States  standards  for  all  classes  of  beens  have  been  promulgated, 
including  the  provision  for  the  detorudnation  and  certification  of  dockage 
and  defects  in  thresher-run  beans  without  reference  to  grade.  Federal  or 
Federal-State  inspection  has  been  established  at  shipping  points  in  8 leading 
bean  -producing  States  and  at  11  important  terminal  markets.  The  standards 
have  been  adopted  as  the  official  standards  of  the  State  Departments  of 
Agriculture  in  California,  Idaho,  Lout  ana , Wyoming,  and  New  York. 

SOYBEAN • STANDARDIZATION  AND  INSPECTION 


United  States  standards  for  soybeans  have  been  promulgated  end  an 
inspection  service  has  been  established  at  4-4  important  shipping  points  and 
terminal  markets  through  cooperative  agreements  with  State  ana  trade  organi- 
zations. Five  States  - North  Carolina,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Minnesota,  and 
California  - have  adopted  the  U.  S.  Standards  as  official  State  standards. 
Frantically  all  soybeans  shipped  to  mills  are  purchased  on  the  basis  of  U.  S. 
No.  2 grade  and  over  65  percent  of  those  are  inspected  at  destination.  Export 
sales  are  consummated  on  the  basis  of  Federal  inspection  at  port  of  shipment 
final • 
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DRY  PSA  STANDARDIZATION  AND  INSPECTION 

United  States  standards  have  been  promulgated  and  shipping-point  in- 
spection for  grade  and  dockage  is  now  available  in  California,  Oregon,  Wash- 
ington, Idaho,  and  i-ontona,  and  in  many  terminal  markets  whore  official, 
samplers  are  located.  This  service  has  been  used  with  unusual  success  in 
Washington  and  Idaho.  Official  standards  also  have  been  promulgated  for 
split-peas,  am  their  use  in  grading  and  marketing  this  commodity  is  increas* 
ing. 

BROOI  'CORN  STAHDAllDI  AIT  I OH 


Standards  for  broomcorn  have  been  issued  and  copies  of  the  standards 
may  be  had  on  application. 


SEND  DOCKAGE 

Tentative  standards  for  the  dote  mine,  ti  on  of  dockage  in  country-run 
timothy  have  been  issued.  Federal  inspection  has  been  established  at 
three  important  terminal  markets  and  at  Washington,  D.  C.  This  inspection  , 
is  conducted  under  a cooperative  agreement  with  the  farm  seed  group,  American 
Seed  Trade  Association. 

D VERIFICATION 


A seed-verification  service  covering  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  pro- 
vides for  the  issuance  of  certificates  that  in  effect  guarantee  the  origin 
of  tiic so  seeds  to  'be  as  stated  on  these  certificates.  Ninety-nine  seed 
dealers  in  26  States,  who  usually  handle  85  percent  or  more  of  the  alfalfa 
seed  produced  in  Central  and  Northern  States  end  a considerable  portion  of 
the  red  clover  seed,  are  enrolled  in  this  voluntary  service. 


AT  I OH 


JRDIZATIOH 


Under  the  U.  5,  Tobacco  Stocks  and  Standards  Act,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  issued  an  official  classification  for  American  types. of 
tobacco.  The  classification  forms  the  basis  by  which  statistics  of  acreage, 
production,  stocks,  and  value  of  tobacco  are  compiled  and  published.  Also 
upon  the  basis  of  this  classification  the  tobacco  inspection  service  and  the 
tobacco  mar  lost  news  service  are  maintained.  In  1335  Congress  amended  the 
Act  to  provide  for  the  publication  of  an  annual  report  on  tobacco  statistics, 
and  for  the  publication  of  renorts  oil  stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  in  Puerto  Rico. 


Tentative  standard  grades  have  boon  established  for  many  of  the  typos 
of  tobacco  proauced  in  the  United  States  and  preliminary  work  has  been  done  on 
practically  all  tile  remaining  types.  The  Tobacco  Inspection  Act  approved 
August  23,  1935,  provides  not  only  for  permissive  inspection  but  for  manda- 
tory inspection  of  tobacco  on  markets  to  be  designated  by  the  Secrotary  of 
Agriculture  when  a favorable  referendum  has  been  held.

Official  standards  have

STANDAPJ3IZATI0N  OF  MEATS 

Official  class ''and  grade  standards  have  been  issued  for  beef,  veal, 
calf,  lamb,  and  mutton;  standards . for  pork,  sausage,  and  prepared  neats  are 
still  in  tentative  fom, 

STANDARDIZATION  OF  HIDES  AM)  SKINS 

Tentative  standards  have  been  drafted  and  published  for  the  following: 
Butcher  and  country  hides; -kip  skins  and  calf  skins, 

STAN  DARDI ZAT I ON  OF  WOOL  AND  WOOL  TOPS 


Official  standards  for  the  grades  of  wool  end  wool  top,  as  the  basis 
of  diameter  of  fiber,  have  been  promulgated  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
under  the  U,  S,  Wool  Standards  Act.  Practical  forms  of  the  standards  are 
issued  at  a nominal  charge  for  educational  and  commercial  use, 

MEAT  GRADING 

A Federal  neat -grading  service,  including  grading  and  stamping  for 
grade  of  beef,  veal,  calf,  lamb,  mutton,  pork  carcasses  and  cuts,  sausage 
and  prepared  meats,  is  available  in  the  following  large  wholesale  markets: 
Baltimore,  Md*;  Boston,  Mass,;  Buffalo  and  New  York,  H,Y,  and  Newark,  N.J.; 
Chicago  and  National  Stock  Yards,  111,;  Columbus,  Cleveland,  Dayton,  Piqua, 
end  Cincinnati,  Ohio;  Detroit  Mich.;  Kansas  City,  Kans.,  Kansas  City,  St.  Louis, 
and  St,  Joseph,  Mo.;.  Memphis,  Tenn.,  Indianapolis,  Ind.;  Los  Angeles  *ud  San 
Francisco-,  Calif,;  Louisville,  Ky,;  Oklahoma  City,  Okla.;  Omaha,  Nebr.; 
Philadelphia  and  Erie,  Pa,;  Phoenix,  Ariz.;  Seattle,  Wash.;  South  St,  Paul, 

Minn.,  and  nearby  points;  Waterloo,  Iowa;  Wheeling,  W.  Vo.,;  and  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  general  meat-grading  service,  including  all  meats  and  meat  predicts, 
is  extensively  used  by  Federal,  State,  and  city  institutions,  dining-car  depart- 
ments, steamship  lines,  hotels,  and  restaurants , The  beef,  lamb,  sausage,  and 
prepared  meat  grading  and  stamping  or  certifying  service  is  broadly  used  by 
wholesalers  and  retailers  at  the  points  where  graders  are  stationed.  Large 
quantities  of  graded  neats  are  thus  made  available  for  shipment  to  all  points 
in  the  United  States. 

• MEAT  CUTTING  AND  PRICING  METHODS 

Tables  included  in  a.  publication  with  the  above  title  indicate  per- 
centage of  wholesale  and  trimmed  retail  cuts  of  beef,  veal,  and  lamb  in  the 
carcass  and  the  percentages  of  wholesale  pork  cuts  and  pork  products  in  100 
pounds  live  weight.  Three  methods  .of  retail  cutting  are  illustrated  by 
means  of  a chart.  The  tables  indicate  a.  method  to  follow  in  ascertaining  what 
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retail  meat  price  s . should. bp  when  . based  upon  a given  cost  end  a certain 
desired  gross  margin* 

WAREHOUSE  LICElTSIVTGr 

Under  the  U.  S*  bare-house  Act  the  Bureau  licenses  such  warehousemen 
for  the  storing  of  fara  products  r.s  apply  for  license  and  can  meet  the 
specified  rotja irements*  Because  of  the  requirements  imposed  preliminary  to 
licensing  and  the  supervision  exercised  after  licensing,  receipts  issued  by 
such  warehousemen  are  recognized  as  preferred  collateral  for  loans  by  many 
banks  and  especially  by  the  various  governmental  loaning  agencies*  Warehouses 
for  the  storing  of  cotton,  grain,  broomcorn,  wool,  tobacco,  dry  beans,  dried 
fruit,  cold-pack  fruit,  cherries  in  brine,  sirup,  nuts,  seeds,  canned  foods, 
and  cottonseed  arc  among  those  so  licensed* 

PRODUCE'  AGErCY  ACT  EUFOACEEEUT 

Invo sti gat  i ons  of  apparent  violations  of  the  U.  S,  Prouuce  Agency  Act 
arc  made  upon  receipt  of  complaints  filed  by  growers  or  shippers  accompanied 
by  all  papers  relating  to  the  transaction*  This  act  relates  to  perishable 
farm  products  received  in  interstate  commerce  on  behalf  of  another,  and  makes 
failure  to  account  or  the  rendering  of  a false  accounting  report,  knowingly 
and  with  intent  to  defraud,  a misdemeanor  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment* 
Service  and  Regulator  Announcement  107  (B.A.E.)  contains  the  text  of  the 
Produce  Agency  Act  and  regulations  governing  its  enforcement* 

PERISHABLE  Audi CIJITuRAL  C0.hB0Dmus  ACT 

The  II*  S,  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  requires  all  com- 
mission merchants,  dealers,  and  brokers  who  handle  fresh ' fruits  and/or  fresh 
vegetables,  in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce,  to  secure  a license  from  the 
department  of  Agriculture.  The  annual  license  fee  is  ;;10*  "The  act  makes  it 
unlawful  to  make  a-  fraudulent  char  go;  to  reject  or  foil  to  deliver  in  accor- 
dance with  the  terms  of  the  contract  or  to  dump  without  reasonable  cause; 
to  malic  any : fraudulent  statement  in  connection  with  ahy  transaction  involving 
such  commodity;  to  fail  to  account  correctly;  to  misrepresent  the  quality, 
condition  or  origin  of  any  commodity;  or  to  remove  or  temper  with  any  notice 
on  a car  or  package  containing  a certificate  as  to  the  grade  of  the  commodity 
contained  therein*  Punishment  may  be  by  publication  of  the  facts  or  by 
suspension  or  revocation  of  license.  The  Secretary  of.  Agriculture  may  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  damages  and  order  their  payment*  Upon  nonpayment  of 
damages  as  ordered  or  failure  to  appeal  to  court  within  30  days  the  party's 
license  becomes  automatically  suspended  until  payment  is  made. 

Investigations  cf  apparent  violations  of  this  act  arc  made  on  complaint 
of  interested,  persons.  Preliminary  complaints  nay  be  made  by’ telegraph  if 
conditions  demand  and  will  be  handled  by  the  department  in  the  same  way.  Com- 
plaints not  settled  in  this  way  am  those  in  which  such  quick  action  is  not 
necessary  may  be  made  the  subject  of  formal  complaint,  which  should  be  ac- 
companied by  true  copies  of  all  available  supporting  papers.  Service  and 
Regulatory  Announcement  121  (B.AAB. ) contains  the  text  of  the  Perishable 
Agricultural  Commodities  Act,  the  regulations  governing  its  enforcement,  and 
a statement  interpreting  some  of  its  provisions. 
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ADI  TUI  ST  RAT  I Oi'T  OF  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

The  purpose  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  passed  in  1921,  is 
to  regulate  the  business  conduct  of  packers,  the  stockyards  of  the  country, 
end  the  operators  on  such  yards  insofar  as  their  transactions  arc  in  the 
current  of  interstate  commorco • Tho  act  prohibits  unfair,  unjustly  ais- 
criminatory  end  deceptive  practices  for  tho  control  of  prices  or  the 
establishment  of  monopolies*  Authority  is  given  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  to  supervise  end  control  rates  and  charges  of  stockyard 
companies  and  market  agencies  at  public  stockyards  throughout  the  country. 
By  an  amendment  enacted  in  1935,  the  scope  of  this  authority  vras  extended 
to  include  persons  dealing  in  and  handling  live  poultry  in  interstate 
commerce  in  areas  designated  by  the  Secretary. 

Types  of  cases  handled  vary  from  the  fed sifi cation  of  weight 
certificates  and  other  misrepresentations,  to  those  of  a more  complex 
nature  such  as  the  combinations  of  packers  to  control  prices  or  appor- 
tioning territories  for  purchases ♦ 

EKFORCEUDIT?  0?  FEDERAL  SEED  ACT 


The  Federal  Seed  Act  prohibits  the  fraudulent  misbranding  of  soed 
in  interstate  commerce.  Host  States  have  established  a system  of  seed 
control  that  results  in  tho  periodic  inspection  of  seed  offered  for  sale 
for  seeding  purposes  in  the  State.  In  view  of  this,  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment docs  not  duplicate  the  inspection  but  cooperates  rdth  the  State  in 
any  case  in  which  the  State  inspector  finds  misbranded  seed  offered  for 
sale  after  having  been  shipped  in  interstate  commerce.  Tho  Federal 
Government  assists  the  State  in  developing  the  case  which,  if  prosecuted, 
must  be  brought  in  Federal  court.  The  Department  has  published  a scries 
of  service  and  regulatory  announcements  giving  brief  summaries  of  the 
violations  of  this  provision  of  the  act.  Efforts  are  made  by  contacts 
with  the  trade  ana  through  publicity  to  encourage  trade  practices  that 
would  minimize  misbranding.  Approximately  20  kinds  of  seeds  are 
regulated  as  to  the  quality  required  for  importation  into  the  United  Stat<
